2. Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Van 
Wechel et al (Pat. No. 6,466,958). 

Van Wechel et al teach a device and a method for acquiring (col 5, lines 17-20; 
col 5, lines 31-39; col 5, lines 40-50) a first signal transmitted from a first satellite 
including acquiring (col 5, lines 21-24; col 5, lines 52+) a second signal transmitted from 
a second satellite, and searching (col 3, lines 25+) for the first signal within an expected 
offset range from the acquired second signal until the first signal is acquired.
